{  The  new  courses  place  Howard  Payne  dis- 

tinctly on  a  par  with  the  great  institutions  of  the  East,  North 
and  West.  Passage  of  state  laws  requiring  Physical  Education 
in  the  secondary  schools  thereby  increasing  the  demand  for 
teachers  well  educated  and  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  field 
was  the  salient  reason  for  the  institution  of  these  courses.  Not 
only  is  there  a  demand  for  capable  instructors  of  Physical 
Education  but  also  it  has  been  universally  recognized  that 
coaches,  in  all  sports  must  be  more  than  successful  former 
athletes  trying  to  teach  that  in  which  they  excell.  They  must 
be  men  thoroughly  educated  in  their  particular  branches  with 
additional  knowledge  of  physiology,  psychology,  athletic  coach- 
ing and  physical  education.  The  Department  of  Physical 
Education  and  Athletic  coaching  in  Howard  Payne  College 
endeavors  to  educate  such  men  and  for  this  purpose  majors 
will  be  given  for  these  courses.
